He advised me that the University refused his certificate 
but that his father took the matter uprwith you and explained it 
reaching some arrangemenh by which he dkd not lave to try the 
Junior Matriculation again. 

I have had a petition before the Senate since the first of 
February but have heard nothing @é#4fn44 definite as yet. 

I certainly would be pleased to ge to Toronto and present 
my case personally if you think it advisable.
